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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, 
or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

2. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

3. Claim 1-14 are drawn to a mathematical algorithm, per se. Claims to processes 
that do nothing more than solve mathematical problems or manipulate abstract ideas or 
concepts are non-statutory. If the "acts" of a claimed process manipulate only numbers, 
abstract concepts or ideas, or signals representing all of the foregoing, the acts are not 
being applied to appropriate subject matter. Schrader, 22 F.3d at 294-95, 30 USPQ2d 
at 1458-59. Thus, a process consisting solely of mathematical operations without some 
claimed practical application is drawn to non-statutory subject matter. In this case, the 
claims merely recite the steps of converting a subject's spoken words, amplifying said 
electrical signals, frequency band limiting the signals, determining the envelope, 
determining the spectral density, smoothing the density signal, determining the spectral 
envelope, determining the presence of a depression, determining the amplitude of said 
depression, and determining the ratio, without any practical application being recited. 

4. The recitation "a noninvasive and remote method of identifying and measuring 
the neurological manifestation in speech of early non-tremor phase of Parkinson's and 
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other neuro diseases" has not been given patentable weight because the recitation 
occurs in the preamble. A preamble is generally not accorded any patentable weight 
where it merely recites the purpose of a process or the intended use of a structure, and 
where the body of the claim does not depend on the preamble for completeness but, 
instead, the process steps or structural limitations are able to stand alone. See In re 
Hirao, 535 F.2d 67, 190 USPQ 15 (CCPA 1976) and Kropa v. Robie, 187 F.2d 150, 
152, 88 USPQ 478, 481 (CCPA 1951).
